Detroit, Historic— Ancibnt. 



Postmaster Pal ten has received 
from the various stations of the 
New York Post Office in Mauliattan 
and the Bronx, at all of which there 
are postal savinir depositories, stalls 
tics covering the calendai year 
1918. The.se show the net amount 
remaining to the credit of depositors 
increased during the year $6,263,- 
209. The sum on deposit at the 
close of business December 31, 
1918, was $36,138,861. During 
Deceml)er alone, the amount de- 
posited exeeedetl the withdrawals 
by »9tt4,648. 

The increase during the year is 
regarded by the postal authorities 
as remarkable, for throui;hout the 
whole period, the city was lieing 
canvased for the sale of Liberty 
Bonds and Wm Savings Stamps. 
Of the latter $14,772,882 worth 
was sold throuKh the agency of the 
New York Post Office, reaching 
veiy largely the same pwrsons who 
were depositors in the postal Sav- 
ings System. The large gain iu de- 
posits was also made not<^vithstand- 
ing the heavy witlidrawals occasion- 
ed by the epidemic of influenza to 
meet the expenses of sickness and

Detroit was founded by Antoine 
de la Motte Cadillac, who, with his 
small son, nephew, two priests and 
fifty soldiers, arrived on July 24th, 
1 701, and subsequently erected a 
stockade enclosure, the southwest 
corner of which rested near the 
present corner of Jefferson Avenue 
and Shelby Street. 

It was first called Fort Ponchar- 
train, in honor of the Colonial Gover- 
por, and was founded under the flag 
of France, and the following spring, 
when supplies camte from France, 
Mme. Cadillac came also, being the 
first white woman to set foot on 
Michigan soil. 

The fort was besieged by the Fox 
Indians in 1713, which was disastrous 
to the settlement, but it survived, 
and during the French and Indian 
Wars, its population was increased 
to alx>ut two hundred people. 

The French ruled until 1760, 
when the English became masters, 
after the surrender of Quebec and 
Montreal, and took possession of all 
French territory. Three years lat- 
er came the great seige of Detroit. 
The English were under the com- 
mand of Capt. Dalzell, while the In- 
dians were led by their great chief. 
Pontiac, and the great battle of 
Parent's Creek is a matter of history. 
The place of attack has ever after 
been called "Bloody Run," as the 
creek ran red with blood, and the 
spot was marked for over a hundred 
years by a tree scarred by ballets, 
but is now indicated by a memorial 
tablet on the wall of the Michigan 
Store Company's grounds. 

In 1776, the English erected a 
new and stronger fort a short dis 
tance north of the old one. and call 
ed it Fort Lernoult, which was 
later changed to Fort Shelby. The 
surrender of this fort by the British 
to General Anthony Wayne, at 12 
o'clock noon, July nth, 1796, closed 
the War of Independence, and 
raised the American flag for the 
first time over Michigan soil, and all 
that was then known as Western 
Territory was made a part of the 
Federal Union. 

Col. John Francis Homtramk was 
the first American Commander of the 
post after the Revolution. 

In 1805 Michigan was made a terri- 
tory, and Gen. William Hull, of 
Massachusetts, was appointed the 
first governor with Detroit as the 
Capital, but upon his arrival, found 
that the day previous the whole town, 
with the exception of the fort, had 
been destroyed by fire. 

But this was a blessing in disguise, 
as it resulted in replanning the 
broad streets, many parks and public 
squares that comprise the beautiful 
city of today. 

Detroit was surrendered to the 
British again on August 16, 1812, 
and the English flag waved over the 
fort for thirteen months, to be per- 
maneutly replaced by the Stars and 
Stripes, after Commodore Perry's 
victory, at historical Put-in-Bay, 
near Detroit, which gave the entire 
territory to the United States. The 
first newspaper was started in Detroit 
in 1798. by Father Gabriel Richard, 
who also founded the first good 
schools, which led to the founding 
of the University of Michigan. 

The first steamboat, " Walk in 
the Water," sailed from Baffalo to 
De'roir in 18 18, thns connecting 
the city with the outside world, and 
by 1825 the Erie Canal was com- 
pleted, opening up a route to New 
York City and the sea. 

Michigan was admitted into State- 
hood in 1837, and ten years later the 
state capital was removed to Lansing. 
Gov. S. T. Mason was the first gov- 
ernor of Michigan under a state 
charter. 

Detroit has been represented in all 
the wars of the United States. The 
city has always been noted for con-

Biids can eat »uA di;7esl from ten 
to tbir>y times as much food in 
proportion to their size as men can. 
If a man could eat as mncli in 
proportion to hU size as a sparrow 
IS able to consume, he would need a 
whole sheep for dinner, a couple of 
dozen chickens for lireakfast, 
tnd six tut keys for his evening 
meal. A tree-sp-«rrow has Iteen 
known to eat seven hundred grass- 
seeds in a day. Relative to the 
oird's site, these seeds were as ao 
ortifnary Innch basket would be to 
a full grown man. 

A bird's strength is equally amax- 
log. A white-tailed eagle weight- 
ing twelve pounds, with a wiug- 
-pread of six feet, has l>een known 
to pounce on a pig weighing forty- 
two pounds, raise it to a height of a 
hundred feet, and fly off with it. 
The bird tiad covered a distance of 
half a mile Iwfore the pig's owner 
succeeded in shooting the thief. 

Birds can and do work harder than 
human ()eiugs. A pair of house 
martins when neeting will feed thetr 
young ones in twenty seconds — that 
IS, each bird, mate and female, 
makes ninety journers to and fro in 
an hour, or atamt a thousand a day. 
It must be remembered that an each 
Journey the bird has the added 
work of catching the worm.

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A RBPKiNT from d aew Jersey 
paper appeared in tbe Joukmal a 
couple of weeks ago, which annoanc- 
ed that Captain Weston Jenkins had 
been cited for bravery and would 
receive a medal.

But tbe regiment 
number was wrong. He is a member 
of the 304th Infantry of the now 
famous 77th Division. The 77th 
was tbe first National Division to go 
overseas. He saw the first fight at 
Bellean Woods and several big 
ones along tbe Marne. His boys 
fought bard, and many died bravely. 
They learned what hunger and thirst 
were, and often had to eat cabbages 
ii] the fields and sleeps in shell boles, 
as tbe food kitchens could not keep 
up with them. 

Captain Jenkins is a .son of a deaf 
mother, whose bu.sband was Dr 
Weston Jenkins, for many years 
Principal of the New Jersey State 
School for the Deaf, and a Professor 
in tbe Alabama Institution at tbe 
time of bis death a few years ago 
111 his last letter to bis mother be 
writes: "You see, mother, while I 
have done nothing brilliant, I have 
gone where I was told, carried out 
orders ;as best I could, and done my 
duty as I saw it." His one regret 
is that be "can not talk it over with 
bis father," who was an officer in 
tbe Northern army during the Civil 
War. Captain Jenkins, before be 
enlisted in the summer of 1917, was 
one of tbe leading bnsiiMSS men of 
Rome, N. Y., and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Central 
New York Institution for Deaf 
Mutes. 

His father was a highly esteem- 
ed friend of the Editor of the Jour- 
NAi, for over thirty- five years, and 
we can rejoice with bis proud mo- 
ther that the son has acquitted him- 
self so bravely and gone tbrougb 
the most terrific warfare without a 
scratch.

We call attention of those two 
long-Hlatidini; rival hen and e((^ ex- 
perts, W H. Soars of Daltoii, and 
E H. nine of Waterbuty, to the as- 
tounding record of the hennery con- 
nected wit^h the Ohio School for Ihe 
deaf, as quoted in the New Era, our 
local school paper, issue of Decem- 
ber 13 We quote : " The Ohio 
school explains how itH 400 pupils 
had a Thanksgiving Turkey dinner. 
The school has its own chickens, and 
it would take 80 to feed 400 pupils.

)ii/(l have 72 cliickeus left Tlic 
chickens were sold at the following 
prices : one for $27.50, one for $25. 
one for $16, and ot hers Ht $10 and $5 
These chickeuH were sold to expert 
chicken raisers, who know theii 
value and were glad to pay the 
price." 

We have never t^een ambitions to 
raise chickens worth $ 27.50 apiece. 
But it used to be the dream of our 
yonng life to have a little bungalow 
ont on the bills, wliere we could see 
the river or the sea, and to keep a 
couple red piga, a dozen white hens 
and a nice bbick cow, and to have a 
vegetable garden rivaling the one 
Prof. Crane had last summer. We 
used to talk this deligtful scheme 
over with Ihe late Prof. Weeks, with 
his hearty and enthusiatio approval 
of it, but, alas 1 for our pool human 
dresms and scheme of hHppiness.

Per the flagrant cases of fraud caused by 
obtaining money or property by false pre- 
tenses. Section 688a povide* a pnniah- 
ment by imprisonment of not more than 
ten yeara, or a fine of not mora than |iooo 
if the money or property obtained ezcecda 
%i% in value; not mora than six months or 
- fine of not more than J300 or both. 

Priiud prepetratetl by pretending to be 
deaf and dumb would come under tx)lh of 
these sections, punishment provided in the 
latter ia certainly sufficiently severe. I do 
not therefore think it necessary or wise to 
enact a new statute ou the aubject. My 
own notion is that we have too much law 
and too little enforcing of the same. As 
you su»est, the trouble is with administra- 
tion of justice and not with the legislative 
department. My mind is open to convic- 
tion however, and if you still think that 
something more is necessary, I would be 

f;lad to have you communicate with me 
urther, aa it ia my wiah to do what is want- 
ed of me by the people of St. Johnsbury.

The Impostor Bureau, in fact ap- 
parently the entire N. A. D. activi- 
ties, have suffered a period of quiet 
due to the war. The deaf have all 
been working at good wages. Im- 
postors are few and far between. 
So there has been little of importance 
to do except repair our fences and 
prepare for the next big campaign 
when labor is plentiful and industrial 
conditions again give industries a 
chance and diacriminate agaiust the 
deaf. 

In this connection I regret to re- 
port persistent discrimination against 
deaf ofBce men — dbaf office mhn — 
exists at the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co., E Akron, O , which is 
the one firm in America not only 
not discriminating against deaf 
MANUAL WORK MKN, but which even 
makes special iuducemcnts and con- 
cessions to secure the deaf. If a few 
of the real big business men, success- 
ful exrcutives like Howard, Pach, 
Hanson, Williams, Schroeder, Marr, 
etc . were to write on their letter 
heads to Fred Fuller, head of Good- 
year's Labor Bureau, giving an idea 
of the eminence attained by deaf 
men in the business world. Fuller 
would probably show them to the 
parties whose minds would be most 
su.tcepiible to such mi.>siouary pro- 
(Niganda 

Fuller and Footman were the 
ones, in their minor capacities, wh* 
first opened the Goodyear to the 
deaf men seven years ago, as some 
500 out of 15.000 war workers were 
deaf, last summer when labor was 
scarce, the firm naturally had to 
admit Fuller and Footman buiided 
better than they knew — even had 
the deaf themselves not already de- 
monstrated they were class A i 
cracker] iick workmen. 

The letters, however, should be 
crisp and concrete, as a busy man 
like Fuller has no time for com- 
munications from cranks and sore- 
heads. 

The one cardinal aim of the N. A. 
D., and allied organizations, still re- 
mains at remote of realization aa 
ever. This is the enactment of the 
bill H. R. 244 aud S 3244, creating 
a Bureau of the Deaf and Dumb in 
the U. S. Department of Labor. 
Favorable reports from committee 
on these bills are held up by the 
Southern Democrats— as usual reac- 
tionary.

Japanese Festivals. 

There are so many festivals In 
Japan, that a visitor there, even 
(bough he remain a short time, is

Great events in the history of the 
country are always remembered and 
are treated as snttjects for rejoicing. 
Then many festivals of the flowers 
are worshipped. Tlie plum blos- 
soms in February, peach in March, 
cherry tree in April, jtpouica in 
Auunst and September, and in Oc- 
tober, the royal flower, the ohrysan- 
ibemum, are each in turn the 
eiciise for a festival. One of the 
most interesting festivals is the 
doll festival. This occurs in tlie 
third month of the year and ce- 
lebrates the birthday of the airls in 
Jspan, for here, as in China, 
individual birthdays are not re- 
c<iirnixed. The girls bring their 
dolls and entertain them with Jap- 
anese fruits, sweetmeats and rice. 
The boys have t hei 1 special oelebra- 
tion on the fifth of May, and this 
limefl^gs and warlikn emblems aud 
wo'tpotis are the ol»j^ci8 displayed. 
The fiaa festival, as it is oalled, ia 
very generally participated in. and 
every home is decorated with fl tus. 
In all these gsyeties the old people 
tlud as munli eiijovmeat hh iiie 
youngest cUildreu.
